Black E\"e, at a very early p eriod, 
became Pahlawan Kachal, or bald 
(literally magp ie) hero. 
The bald­ 
ness of this p op ular p erson is his 
distinctive attribute, the mark by 
which he is known, as Punch is 
recognized l)y his hump . To attem p t 
to draw i)op ular 
character from 
p op ular dramatic 
amusement, ail 
some have done, would be no com­ 
p liment to ourselves. 
The hero of our streets is a low 
ruffian of uncultivated taste, and an 
atrocious 
moral 
character. 
His 
murders recur with sickening fre­ 
quency on the slightest p rovocation.

Ner v 
ous impulses natur ally tr avel along 
the lines of least r esistance; hence 
the facial muscles ar e moved befor e 
the hands ar e clenched or the ar m 
shot out str aight fr om the shoulder .
